The new addition to tin* water 
filteration plant will he finished 
in about two weeks if present 
plans materialize. 
The work in 
the new coagulating basin 
has 
been delayed recently because of 
the failure of the International 
Filtera tion Company to 
deliver 
the pipe fittings on schedule time. 
It is expected that they will 
he 
on track in a day or two an d that 
the work will take ab o u t 
two 
weeks to complete after they aire 
delivered. 
The new addition to the build-4 
ing will probably be finished in 
the course of ten days and will be 
a great Improvement because of 
the crowded condtlon of the m a­ 
chinery in the plant. 
The concrete work of the coag­ 
ulating basin has been completed 
entirely and is an excellent piece 
of work.
